CHURCH  OR  COMMUNION  TOKENS. 

From  the  earliest  times  the  vast  majority 
of  Christians  have  celebrated  the  Lord’s  sup- 
per as  an  ordinance  instituted  b}^  Christ  and 
enjoined  expressly  by  the  words,  '‘This  do  in 
remembrance  of  me."  ILit  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Scotland,  including  all  its  branches 
and  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  of  Scot- 
land and  America  only,  do  we  find  the  use  of 

the  Church  or  Communion  Token. 

/ 

The  Presbyterians  hold  that  preaching  the 
Gospel  and  administering  the  Christian  Sacra- 
ment.s,  are  the  highest  ofhees  intrusted  to 
Christian  Ministers.  The  same  power  that 
can  administer  this  sacred  ordinance  can 
withhold  it  from  an  unworthy  member,  and 
for  this  reason  was  the  issue  of  these  tokens 
made  by  the  chureh.  The  ruling  elder  or 
pastor  ordained  to  watch  and  care  for  his 
flock,  would  at  stated  meetings,  preparatory 
to  Communion  Sunday,  give  to  each  worthy 
number  one  of  these  tokens  as  an  admission 
to  “the  table  of  the  Lord,"  and  withhold  the 
same  from  all  unworthy^  members.  Their 
use  commenced  with  the  Reformation.  I will, 
for  the  benefit  of  your  readers,  give  a descrip- 
tion of  specimens  now  in  my  collection,  and 
trust  others  will  add  to  the  list,  for  they  are 
going  out  of  use  and  will  soon  be  forgotten.

There  is  no  evidence  that  this  CJuirch 
Penny  was  ever  used  as  a “Communicant’s 
Token. ■’  In  the  “Reminiscences  of  Troy,” 
published  at  Albany  in  1 860,  Page  80,  is  the 

following:  We  find  on  the  minutes  of  the 

First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Albany,  that  on 
the  4th  Jan.,  1790,  the  Trustees  “Resolved, 
That  one  thousand  coppers  be  stamped 
ChnrcJt  Penny,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  Ti easui ei , lui  the  purpose  of  exchanging 
with  the  members  of  the  congregation  at^ the 
rate  of  twelve  for  one  shilling,  in  order  to  add 
respect  to  the  weekly  collections.”  Paper 
money  was  also  issued  by  the  same  church 
in  1792,  and  signed  by  Benjamin  Gorton,  and 
an  original  is  now  in  the  collection  of'  the 
Albany  Institute.

FOUND  IN  THF  ARCTIC 
! REGIONS. 

Two  Medals  were  found  by  Lieutenant 
Schwatka’s  exploring  party  during  their 
search  of  King  William’s  Land,  in  1879.  hlie 
larger  one  is  of  solid  silver,  two  and  (jue-half 
inches  in  diameter,  with  bust  of  George  IV 
and  the  inscription:  Gilokgius  HH.  D.  G, 

Bkittaniarum  kex.  1820.  On  reverse,  laurel 
wreath,  surrounded  by  Seco.M)  Matiih.mati- 
cal  RKizE,  Royal  naval  Colli-:ge,  and  en- 
closing the  engraved  words,  AwAKjrEO  to 
John  Irving  Midsummer,  1830,  thus  identi- 
fying it  as  the  grave  of  Lieut.  John  Irving, 
third  officer  of  the  Terror,  one  of  the  ships 
lost  under  Sir  John  Franklin  in  his  Arctic 
explorations-  The  Medal  had  been  buried 
with  his  remains  at  a spot  about  four  miles 
below  Victory  Point,  on  King  William’s  Land, 
and  evidently  remained  undisturbed  until  the 
grave  vvas  found  by  Esquimaux,  who  visited 
the  vicinity  some  twenty  years  ago.  From  its 
position  when  found,  it  would  appear  that  it 
had  been  taken  out  of  the  grave  by  the  na- 
tives and  laid  upon  one  of  the  stones  formin<^ 
the  wall  of  the  tomb,  where  it  was  found. 

The  second  is  almost  of  equal  interest  with 
that  from  Irving’s  grave,  because  forming  part 
of  the  chain  of  evidence  establishing  the  fact 
that  the  remains  found  by  Lieut.  Schwatlka 
at  Starvation  Cove,  west  of  Point  Richardson 
on  the  Adelaide  Peninsula,  were  those  of 
white  men,  and  presumably  of  Sir  John 
Franklin’s  expedition,  as  no  other  white  men 
ever  perished  in  that  vicinity.  The  medal  or 
lather  medalet,  which  is-  ot  pewter,  may  be 
described  as  a token  commemorative  of  the 
launch  of  the  steamshiji  Great  Britain  by 
Prince  Albert,  in  July,  1S43.  The  obJerse 
bears  a portrait  of  the  Prince;  around  it, 

P R1 N CK  Albert,  born  A ug  ust  26,  1 8 i 9.  The 
inscription  on  reverse,  is  as  follows  : The 

Great  Bkitaix,  Length  322  ft..  Breadth 
50 Fi.  6 IN.,  Depth,  32  ft.  6 in.;  Weight  of 
iron,  1 500  tons;  i,ooohorsepower;Lutnch- 
ED  July  19,  1843,  Ryh.  r.  11.;  Prince  Albert 
and  O'  lepicsentation  of  the  ship.

fMPORlANT  INTERVIEW  BETWEEN  MINT 
SUPERIN'IENDENT  A.  LOUDEN  SNOW- 
DEN, AND  MR.  S.  K.  HARZFELD. 

The  report  of  this  interview,  herewith  pub- 
lished, will  be  perused  with  interest  by  our 
readers.  Col.  Snowden  manfully  and  suc- 
cessfully vindicates  his  action  as  mint  Super- 
intendent in  the  matter  of  the  issue  of  metric 
sets,  and  takes  the  occasion  to  throw  a better 
and  much  more  favorable  light  on  some  past 
and  obsCure  transactions  at  the  mint, 
his  concession  to  the  numi.smatic  public  of 
the  pertinency  of  inquiry  into  mint  affairs, 
Col.  Snowden — unlike  the  majority  of  office 
holders— avows  himself  open  to  legitimate 
complains,  and  frankly  acknowledges  that 
fair  criticism  is  not  unworthy  of  his  careful 
consideration.  The  result  of  the  interview 


is  satisfactory  in  every  point  of  view;  it  clears 
Col.  Snowden  of  personal  aspersions  lately 
made  from  several  quarters,  honors  Mr. 
Harzfeld  by  showing  that  the  latter’s  com- 
plaints were  not  altogether  “much  ado  about 
nothing,”  and  is  a compliment  to  “Numisma" 
by  the  determination  to  publish  in  its  col- 
umns a communication  which  would  have 
been  eagerly  accepted  and  published  by 
many  papers  with  a wider  circulation,  but  not 
a more  earnest  desire  to  place  facts  pertain- 
ing to  any  subject  discussed  in  their  true 
light.

Almost  simultaneously  with  the  September 
number  of  Numisma  I received  a letter  from 
A.  Louden  Snowden  of  the  U.  S.  Mint,  in- 
viting me  to  call  upon  him  and  afford  him  an 
opportunity  of  presenting  the  facts  and  mak- 
ing some  e.xplanation  which  would,  as  he 
thought,  put  a different  look  on  the  case  I 
presented  in  my  correspondence  as  published 
in  Numisma. 

My  interview  with  Colonel  Snowden  was 
highly  satisfactory.  He  is  too  sensible  a gen- 
tleman to  deny  what  cannot  be  denied,  but 
his  e.xplanation  of  matters  has  to  be  taken  in 
respectful  consideration. 

Colonel  Snowden  admitted  that  415  Metric 
Sets  of  1879  were  struck,  400  ot  them  in 
1880.  The  order  was  given  by  the  Commit- 
tee on  Coinage  early  this  year,  and  there  be- 
ing no  hubs  to  duplicate  the  dies,  the  old  dies 
with  date  1879  were  used. 

The  whole  issue  was  against  the  judgment 
of  the  Director  and  Superintendent,  but  they 
had  to  obey  the  order  ol  the  Congressional 
Committee.  The  dies  were  ordered  by  the 
Committee  as  were  also  the  pieces  struck 
therefrom,  and  in  no  sense  did  cither  come 
within  the  regulations  for  the  issue  ol  jiattern 
pieces.  The  Superintendent  was  much  op- 
posed to  the  issue  in  the  large  quantities  de- 
manded, but  w'as  powerless  as  his  ordeis  came 
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DEATH  OF  A PROMINENT  NUMIS- 
MATIST. 

C.  J.  Bushnell,  Esq.,  New  York,  in  former 
years  widely  known  as  one  of  the  pioneer 
American  collectors,  died  at  the  ripe  age  of 
seventy  in  his  home.  Fourth  Avenue,  New 
York,  on  Friday,  the  17th  of  September  last. 
Mr.  Bushnell  was  well  known  among  collec- 
tors as  the  author  of  two  numismatic  works, 
published  in  1858  and  1859,  one  descriptive 
of  American  Tradesmen’s,  Political  Tokens, 
Election  Medals,  etc.,  the  other  descriptive  of 
the  First  Three  Business  Tokens  issued  in 
the  city  of  New  York.  Mr.  Bushnell  relin- 
quished his  interest  in  numismatics  some 
years  ago,  upon  the  death  of  a daughter,  who 
is  said  to  have  been  his  companion  and  aman- 
uensis in  his  numismatic  studies.  He  leaves 
a large  and  extremely  fine  collection  of  Amer 
ican  coins,  very  rich  in  fine  and  rare  Colonials, 
among  which  is  the  unique  Lord  Baltimore 
copper  penny,  purchased  by  him  at  the  Mick- 
ley  sale.

through  the  Director  of  the  Mint  from  the 
Coinage  Committee.  No  pieces  were  issued, 
retained,  or  sold  by  the  Superintendent,  nor 
can  he  or  any  other  Mint  official  be  justly 
held  responsidle  for  the  issue. 

As  to  the  150  sets  still  in  the  vaults  of  the 
Mint,  the  question  arises,  whether  they  shall 
be  melted  up,  as  some  propose,  or  sold  to 
Numismatists  generally.  In  the  first  case 
collectors  would  be  still  more  in  the  hands  of 
speculators  thon  before.  I therefore  suggest- 
ed the  sale  of  the  sets  at  $15.00,  and  Colonel 
Snowden  promised  to  support  my  proposition 
at  Washington,  if  I on  my  part  would  secure 
the  endorsement  of  this  proposition  by  our 
leading  Numismatic  Societies,  or  prominent 
Numismatists. 

Coming  to  the  other  point,  the  restrike  of 
$20,000  worth  of  Coins  and  Patterns,  Mr. 
Snowden  emphatically  denied  this.  He  did 
not  deny  that  restrikes  were  formerly  issued 
at  the  Mint.  When  his  uncle,  the  late  Mr. 
James  Ross  Snowden,  was  Director  of  the 
Mint,  some  coins,  patterns,  and  e.xperiment 
pieces  were  re-struck  to  exchange  for  other 
coins  and  medals  needed  in  completing  the 
Mint  Collection.  None  of  them  were  re- 
tained by  the  Director,  but  they  were  used 
exclusively  for  the  purpose  named. 

About  this  period  an  old  employe  of  the 
Mint,  a relative  of  one  of  the  first  and  most 
valuable  officers  of  tha  Mint,  who  had  charge 
of  the  dies  in  the  Engraver’s  Department, 
was  discovered  by  the  sales  made  by  an 
erring  son,  to  have  taken  impressions  from 
1804,  and  some  other  dies.  On  this  discov- 
ery vigorous  efforts  were  put  forth  to  recover 
the  coins,  and  it  is  believed  that  most,  if  not 
all,  were  returned  and  destroyed,  and  precau- 
tions were  taken  to  prevent  a re-occurrence 
of  a like  error.  Several  of  these  dies  were 
destroyed,  and  the  balance — 4 or  5 in  num- 
ber— were  boxed  and  sealed  up  and  placed 
in  the  Director’s  vault  where  they  remained 


unopened  until  the  year  1868,  during  the 
Directorship  of  Dr.  Linderman,  when  under 
authority  from  the  Treasury  Department, 
four  or  five  impressions  were  struck  from 
each  ^f  the  dies  which  were  then  destroyed. 
Previous  Col.  A.  L.  Snowden,  who  was  then 
Chief  Coiner,  had  all  the  old  and  experimen- 
tal dies,  numbering  over  seven  hundred,  de- 
stroyed by  fire  and  the  sledge  hammer,  in 
the  presence  of  three  persons.  From  these 
dies  not  a single  impression  was  taken,  al- 
though Col.  Snowden  now  deeply  regfets  im- 
pressions from  some  were  not  had  for  the 
Mint  Cabinet,  as  among  the  dies  were  some 
by  Gobrecht,  from  which  no  known  impres- 
sion is  in  existence. 

“I  have  been,”  says  Col.  Snowden,  “con- 
nected with  the  Mint  since  my  boyhood,  and 
value  its  well-being  and  honor,  and  I would 
not  now,  nor  have  I ever  participated  in  any- 
thing calculated  to  bring  discredit  upon  the 
institution.  I have  always  felt  an  interest  in 
assisting  legitimate  coin  collectors,  but  have 
constantly  resisted  favoritism.  What  I have 
done  in  the  matter  of  destroying  all  dies  of 
all  previous  years  was  in  their  interest — to 
prevent  their  improper  use  in  the  future. 
There  are  no  dies  now  in  the  Mint  dated  pre- 
vious to  1880  e.xcept  the  Metric,  and  Stella, 
and  Goloid  dies  of  1879,  which  are  held  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  the  Committee  on  Coin- 
age. I am  not  only  always  open  to  sugges- 
tions but  would  invite  expressions  of  opinions 
from  all  respectable  Numismatists. 

If  you  have  any  complaints  to  make  or 
suggestions  to  submit,  come  to  me  and  you 
will  always  receive  a respectful  hearing.” 

I cheerfully  accept  the  explanations  of  Col. 
Snowden  and  believe  them  to  be  frank  and 
full. 

I may  soon  have  occasion  to  take  him  at 
his  word,  in  relation  to  the  earlier  issues  of 
uncirculated  halves,  quarters,  and  dimes,  over 
which  there  was  so  much  trouble  last  year. 


from  the  action  of  certain  persons,  who  by  im- 
proper representations  imposed  upon  the 
Mint  authorities  and  speculated  on  the  result. 
I would  here  suggest  to  Mr.  Snowdi^n  the 
propriety  of  issuing  proof  $i  and  .$3  gold 
pieces  and  charge  a proportionate  jn-ofit  to 
cover  the  expense.  Not  every  one  can  afford 
to  buy  a full  gold  set. 

In  concluding  I want  to  say  the  following  ; 
I do  not  want  to  be  understood,  that  the  coin 
business  should  be  conducted  on  a sentimen- 
tal basis.  If  a man,  may  he  be  connected 
with  the  Mint  or  not,  owns  coims,  he  has  ihe  | 
right  to  sell  them  as  best  he  can.  I object 
only  to  fraud  and  untruth.  ! 

As  to  the  remarks  in  A.  M.  Smith's 
“Guide,”  they  have  absolutely  no  bearing  to. 
the  matter.  Constitution,  and  law,  are  one 
thing,  and  the  rules  governing  the  Mint  cjuite 
another.  And  the  idea  that  patterns  should  | 
not  be  sold  or  presented  at  all,  is  not  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  usage  of  civilized  coun- 
tries, or  with  the  true  interests  of  Numis- 
matics.

The  collection  of  Mr.  Haines  was  so  impor- 
tant, embracing  as  it  did  complete  series  ot 
American  silver  and  copper  coins,  and  the 
work  of  Mr.  Woodward  in  the  classification 
and  arrangement  of  this  vast  collection  so 
felicitous, that  we  regret,  for  the  sake  of  those 
who  in  the  future  may  have  occasion  to  use 
this  catalogue  as  a work  ot  reference,  the 
very  apparent  neglect  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Woodward  to  make  more  accurate  investiga- 
tions concerning  the  history  of  several  of  the 
pieces.  No.  1S5,  for  instance,  supposed  to 
bean  undescribed  variety  of ’93  cents,  is  not 
sufficiently  authenticated;  No.  195,  do; 
No.  203  is  not  a new  variety  of  the  ’94  cents, 
No.  230,  ’94  cent,  had  no  stars  at  termini  of 
milling;  No.  234  is  described  in  Monograph 
of  U.  S.  Cents  and  Half-cents;  No.  415, 
1796  half  cent  was  by  one  of  the  bes^ 
judges  of  coins  in  New  York  supposed  to  be 
an  altered  date,  (from  ’95);  No.  463,  1794 
dollar,  is  not  one  of  the  finest  dollars  of  this 
date  that  has  been  offered  for  years;  No.  551, 
1795  half  dollar  was  not  “very  fine  indeed’’; 
No.  569,  1804  half  dollar,  is  clearly  a counter- 
feit as  far  as  date  is  concerned.  This  piece 
was  sold  some  years  ago  through  Mr.  Cogan, 
who  would  not  warrant  it.  It  is  most  likely 
an  1S05  over  '04  with  the  5 tooled  back  to  a 
4,  e^c  As  regards  [)rices  realized  this  cata- 
logue can  not  be  considered  as  a guide  of  the 
value  of  col  i.s.  Pieces  thought  to  be  rare 


and  valuable  sold  at  extremely  low  prices, 
while  others,  generally  esteemed  common, 
brought  very  fancy  prices.  We  give  but  one 
instance  of  this — No.  i8i  Ameri  cent,  “unu- 
sually fine  for  this  rare  variety,”  brought  6.25> 
while  No.  349,  1S32  cent,  described  as  “un- 
circulated” but  really  only  very  fine,  sold  at 
$11.25!  Ye  gods!  We  will  duplicate  the 
latter  at  any  time  for  75  cents,  but  could  not 
the  former  for  $20.  On  the  whole  the  prices 
realized  were  extremely  high  and  Messrs.

This  catalogue,  so  copious  in 
its  statements,  so  complete  in  its  details,  de- 
scribes with  accuracy  and  a special  reference 
to  historical  and  artistic  value  a number  of 
magnificent  coins  and  medals,  the  products 


of  the  mints  of  at  least  two  of  the  most  en- 
lightened and  aesthetic  nations  of  modern 
times,  and  the  fruit  of  twenty  years  of  care- 
ful, judicious,  and  liberal  outlays  in  collecting.
